NY Plans to 
Crackdown 
on City Crime 


By JOHN MORGANTHALER 
NEW YORK (AP) — "Opera- 


tion Crackdown," which put uni- 
formed policemen in every sub- 
way and train, has cut major 
nighttime subway crime by 62.3 
per cent in its first year, the 
Transit Authority says. 


But the transit police say they 


are strained by the extra night 
work, and demand that the 2,- 
722 - member force be nearly 
doubled. 


"Operation Crackdown" was 


launched one year ago today by 
the then Mayor Robert F. Wag- 
ner after a series of brutal sub- 
way murders, robberies and 
assaults. 


He sssifjned a nnliceman to 


every train nad station from 8 
p.m. to 4 a.m. Because there 
weren't enough (rpnsit police to 
do the job then, 800 regular city 
policemen 
were temporarily 


assigned to subway duty. The 
cost was placed at $1.8 million 
per month, counting the off-day 
overtime required of 1,000 city 
police. 


Since then, the transit police 


force has been beefed up, most 
recently by 612 new officers on 
March 15. The authority says 
"nneration crackdown" 
is so 


effective it will be continued.

Just to increase the general 


difficulty the average bridge 
player has with defensive sig- 
nals we come to the trump 
echo. When you echo (play 
high-low instead of normal 
low-high) in a side suit you 
are either showing strength 
or an even number of cards in 
the suit. The trump echo on CAPTAIN 
the other hand is used to show 
an odd number of cards. The 
reason for this is that if you 
only hold two trumps you may 
not want to spare the higher 
one to show two but when 
you have three trumps you 
can almost always afford the 
middle one of three. 


Here is a good example of 


the trump echo at work. East 
wins the heart opening with 
his ace and returns the ten of 
hearts (suit preference signal) 
as discussed in yesterday's 
article. 


West ruffs this second heart 


and is careful to ruff with the 
five spot, not the three. Then 
he leads back the three of dia- 
monds.

obscene material. At the same 
time the court has apparently 
written a new definition of ob- 


Ralph Ginzburg drew a five 


year prison term for publishing 
and mailing "Eros" and similar 
publications. "Eros" was an ex- 
quisitely produced bit of gar- 
bage. It sent a Yonkers book 
dealer, Edward Mishkin, to jail 
for three years and upheld a 
$28,000 fine for Ginzburg, a $12,- 
000 fine for Mishkin. 
Jn 1957, the Supreme 
Court 


sad that the test of obscenity 
was "whether to the average 
person, applying contemporary 
community standards, the domi- 
nant theme of the material tak- 
en as a whole appeals to pru- 
rient interests." In packing off 
Ginzburg and Mishkin to prison, 
the court amplified the 1957 rul- 
ing by stating that publications 
designed entirely to apply to 
'(prurient interests" are not pro- 
tected 
by the 
constitutional 


guarantees of free press and 
speech. This exactly the point 
which has been made by count- 
less newspapers and millions of 
mothers and fathers in the 
land. 


This guideline — "designed en- 


tirely to appeal 
to 
prurient 


interests" — p r o v i d e s an 
interesting and effective weap- 
di for authorities to use in 
cleaning out obscene literature 
not only locally but at the 
source, for the Supreme Court 
now says much material may 
be banned from the mails. — 
Orlando (Fla.) Sentinel

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— A Chinese-born scientist re- 
ported progress today toward 
developing 
"artifical 
body 


cells" which might eventually 
help fight diseases like gout. 


Such cells, if perfected for 


human use, would be pinhead- 
sized, nylon plastic capsules, 
filled with human-cell chemi- 
cals, and mimicking some of the 
functions of the billions of living 
cells in the body. They would be 
used to treat blood in devices 
linked with the body by out-and- 
back again blood-flow tubes. 


Dr. T. M. S. Chang, a McGill 


University 
physiologist, told
